The indictment on which Tirey L. Ford is being tried charges 


him with giving Thomas Lonergan, then a Supervisor, a bribe to vote 
for a certain trolley franchise 
As the evidence presented by the [ 


prosecution shows that the money alleged to have been paid as a 
bnbe was not received till nearly two months after the passage of j 
the franchise ordinance, Mr. Heney contends that the charge of giv- j 
ing a bribe includes the lesser offense of offering a bnbe. 


The franchise was passed on the twenty-first of May, 1906, and 


repassed on the eleventh of June following 
Early in August, Gal- 


lagher, ths medicine man of the Board, passed around envelopes con- 
taining $2000 each to the Supervisors 
Early in September he 


passed around another set of paj envelopes 
He never told the 


recipients where the money came from He testified that Ruef gave 
him the money, but did not say from whom he got it. 


In his opening statement Heney said he would prove Ford gave 


the money to Ruef to be used corruptly, and that Ruef instructed 
Gallagher to arrange the details of the alleged bribery, and that 
Gallagher commissioned Andrew Wilson to feel out the Supervisors 
as to how much they wanted and to give assurance that the boodle 
would be forthcoming.

missioned to offer bribes. He denied making any promise to Loner- 
gan, and all the other Supervisors who testified, except Mamlock, de- 
clared no promise* were given, and that they never heard a word

about money till some time after the franchise was passed. They all 
declared that they would have voted for the franchise anyhow, be- 
lieving it to be a public necessity and knowing that public sentiment 
demanded it. 
TWO BREAKS IN CHAIN OF PROOF. 


There are two breaks in the chain of proof outlined by Mr. 


Heney. Wilson denies the promise alleged to have been given 
Lonergan, which promise is the vital essential of the crime charged. 
It has not been shown that Ford paid the alleged bribe money to 
Ruef or that he had any understanding with the boss relative to the 
passage of the franchise. Ruef's failure to testify leaves a big gap in 
the links correcting Ford with the promise alleged to have been 
given Lonergan by Wilson. It has not been proved that the money 
given the Supervisors by Gallagher came from Ford or even the 
United Railroads. There is only Gallaghers word for it that it came 
from Ruef. 


The prosecution contends that the payment of the money was 


itself evidence of a corrupt bargain, and that the payments in cur- 
rency sufficiently indicates whence the money came. It is also in- 
sisted that the payment-of money to Ruef is proof of criminal intent. 
It is in evidence, however, that Ruef went on the payroll of nearly 
every public service corporation in the.city soon after the first elec- 
tion of Schmitz, and pushed the Home Telephone franchise through 
while drawing $1200 a,month salary from the Pacific States Com- 
pany. 


The defense claims that no bribery or promise of bribery has 


been conclusively shown, and that no evidence has been produced 
to connect Ford with-the money Gallagher gave his colleagues or the 
alleged promise given Lonergan by Wilson, which is denied by the 
latter. .

Fairbanks and the Cocktail Issue. 


A roup 1 of cocktails is not usually considered a political issue or 


even important in a political sense, but Vice-President Fairbanks is 
undergoing the novel experience of being strangled, metaphorically 
•peakmg, ly cocktails he never drank. When he visited Indiana 
tome time ago President Roosevelt was banqueted in the ^palatial 
Indianapolis home of the Vice-President. Many notables we're pres- 
jent. Durirg the course of the dinner a round oi cocktails were 
served. B/ whose order is not known. Now Mr. Fairbanks is a 
devout Methodist and a teetotaller. All at once the Wesleyan brethren 
set up a rear that the Vice-President has betrayed the cause of re- 


• 


ligion and -ernperance. So high die1 the feeling run that the Indiana 
Conference, which met the other daj, refused to elect Mr. Fairbanks a 
•lay delegated the General Conference, although he was Accustomed 
to act in th it capacity. Indeed the prohibitionists all over the country 
are up in arms against him, and it is now declared that he is ruined 
politically because of the cocktail incident. 


While our Methodist friends are severely logical in their temper- 


ance views, they are a trifle inconsistent in applying them. Had 
cocktails been served at a banquet given by some publk man who is 
'not a Mefiodist and a teetotaller nothing would have been said or 
thought of it. But the Vice-President is being punished for being an 
exemplar of sobriety and Christian conduct. Because he is a Metho- 
dist and a total abstainer from intoxicants he is being fiercely de- 
nounced fcr allowing the traditions of hospitality to momentarily 
override hi* moral scruples in regard to the use of liquor. It is clear 
that the cocktails were not served at the instance of the Vice- 
president, but were brought on out of deference to the expressed 
-desire of some of the distinguished guests. Mr. Fairbanks did not 
drink him-elf nor did he invite any one else to drink. He simply 
complied with the laws of hospitality to an extent which did not 
compromise his views and practice in regard to the use of intoxi- 
cants. 


However, it is difficult to see what service is rendered to re- 


ligion or phe cause of temperance by making an example of Mr. 
Fairbanks. 
The incident is unimportant save as a revelation of 


intolerance making a mountain out oi1 a molehill. But like many 
another trifling incident it is the subject of a vast amount of dis- 
cussion ard not a little playful badinage. One unpleasant feature 
of the affa r is the readiness shown by partisans of other Presidential 
candidates to goad the narrow intfilerant spirit of his Methodist 
brethren :nto active denunciation of Mr. Fairbanks.

There must be, however, an unfriendly purpose in the policy of 


ignoring Oakland by the California Promotion Committee. But this 
is the point which its conduct emphasizes: Oakland must become 
absolutely independent of any external promotion agency not under 
it's exclusive control and must depend more than it has ever done 
hitherto on self-promotion in order to achieve the best results anc 
advance its best interests. The carnival has proved an admirable be- 
ginning and it points the way plainly for future action.

China's Constitutional Monarchy. 


The brief announcement sent abroad from 
Peking that the 


Dowager Empress has issued a decree declaring the government of 
China to be a constitutional monarchy is one of the most important 
as well a^ remarkable political items of recent times. It was an- 
nounced some weeks ago that the Dowager Empress was contem- 
plating so ne radical changes in the form and methods of government 
•when she summoned a council of the leading men in the nation to 
consider certain tentative proposition? which, if answered affirma- 
tively, would lay the foundation lor reforms that would ultimately 
ilead to the establishment of a constitutional government. She de- 
clared in the decree then issued that a time had been reached when 
it was desirable that the people should participate in the imperial 
councils, aid the government and share in its burdens and responsi- 
bilities. It was a sitrong intimation to the people of China that she 
•was contemplating at least a partif.l surrender of autocratic authoritj 
and the introduction of the thin end of the wedge of constitutionalism 
which would finally destroy every trace of traditional government 
an the empire.

tucky and Missouri- I am glad to have 
the chance to speak to you today. This 
Is the heart of what may be called the 
Old West, which \ve now call the Middle 
"West, using the term to denote that great 
group of rich and powerful States which 


t literally forms the heart of the country. 
It Is a region whose people aie distinct- 
ion- American in all their thoughts, In 
all their ways of looking at Ufa; and In 
its past and Its present alike it is typical 
of our country. 
The oldest men present 
can still remember the pioneer days, the 
days of the white-tilted ox wagon, of the 
emigrant, and of the log- cabin in which 
that emigrant first lived when he settled 
to his task as a pioneer farmer. They 
were rough day-*, days of hard work, 
and the people who did that work seemed 
themselves uncouth and forbidding to vis- 
itors who could not look below the sur- 
face. It is curious and amusing to think 
that even as genuine a lover of his kind, 
a man normally so free from national 
prejudices as Charles Dickens, should 
have- selected the reg-ion where we are 
now standing as the seat of his forlorn 
"Edrn" in "Martin Chuzzlcwit." 
The 
country he so 1 It terry assailed Is now 
one of the most fertile and productive 
portions of one of tlie most fertile and 
productive agricultural territones in all 
the world, and the dwellers In this ter- 
ritory represent a higher average of com- 
fort, intelligence and sturdy capacity for 
self-government than the people in any 
tract of like extent In any other con- 
tinent. The land teems with beauty and 
fertility, and but a score o£ jears after 
Dickens wrote it was shown to be a 
nursery and breeding ground of heroes, 
of soldiers and statesmen of the highest 
rank, while the rugged woith of the rank 
and file of the citizenship rendered pos- 
sible the deeds of the mighty men who 
led in council and in battle. 
This was 
the region that brought forth mighty 
Abraham Lincoln, the incarnation of all 
that is best in democratic life; and from 
the loms of the same people, living only 
a little farther south, sprang another of 
our greatest Presidents. Andrew Jnckson, 
"Old 
HIckorv"—a man who made mis- 
takes, like most strong men, but a man 
of Iron will and incorruptible integrit'-. 
fearless, upright, devoted to the welfare 
of hla countrymen, bone of OUT bone and 
flesh of our flesh, a typical American if 
ever there was one. 
Has Shot for 
The Pessimists 


"1 commend a careful reading of 'Mar 
tin Chuzzlewit' to the pessimists of to- 
day, to the men whor instead of fighting- 


, hard to do. away with abuses while at 
I the same time losing no jot of their buoy- 
I ant hopefulness for the country, Insist 
that all our people, socially and Indus- 


i trially. in their private lives no less than 
I aa politicians, newspaper men and busi- 
ness men, are at a lower ebb than ever 
before. 
If ever any one of vou feels a 


i little downcast over the peculiarly gloomy 
t view of the present taken Dy some well- 
i meaning pessimist of today, you will find 
it a real comfort to read 'Martin Chuzzle- 
wit,' to see what a -well-meaning pessi- 
1 mist of the past thought of our people 
sixty-five years ngo; and then think of 
the extraordinary achievement, the ex- 
traordinary gain, morally no less than 
materially, 
of 
those 
sixty-five years. 
Dickens can be read bv us now with 
profit; Elijah Posram, Hannibal Chollon, 
Jeffeison Brick and Scadder have their 
representatives today, plenty of 
them: 
and the wise thing for us to do Is to 
recognize that these are still types of 
e^'ll in politics, journalism, business and 
private life, and to war against them with 
all our hearts. But it Is ratut folly to 
regard these as the only, or the chief, 
types In our national life. 
It -was not 
of much consequence whether Dickens 
made such an error or not, but it would 
be of great consequence if we ourselves 
did; 
for a foolish pessimism Is an even 
greater foe of healthy national growth 
than a foolish optimism. It was not that 
Dickens Invented characters or scenes 
tnat had no basis in fact, on the con-" 
trary, what he said was true, aa far as 
it went; the trouble was that out of 
many such half truths he made & picture 
which as a whole waa absurd; for often 
a halt truth Is the most dangerous false- 
hood. 
It would be simply silly to be 
angry over 'Martin Chuzzlewit;1 on the 
contrary, read it, be amused by It, profH 
by it; and don't be misled by it. Keep 
a lively watch against the present-dav 
Pograms and Bricks; but above all, dis- 
trust the man who would persuade you 
to feel downhearted about the country 
because of these game Pograms and 
Bricks, past or present. 
It would be 
foolish to ignore their existence, or the 
existence of anything else that is bad 
in our national life; but it would be 
even more foolish to ienore the vaster 
forces that tell for righteousness. Friends, 
there Is every ^reason why we should 
fight whatever Is evil in the present 
Bat there Is also every reason why we 
should feel a sturdy and confident nope 
for the future There are many wrongs 
to right; there are many and powerful 
wrong doers against whom to war; and 
it would be nase- to shrink from the con- 
! test, or to fail to wage it with a high, 
a resolute will. 
Is Sure We Will

Reiterates His Former

'•Government in Its application ia often 
a complicated nnd delicate work, but th< 
principles of government are, after all, 
fairly simple. 
In a broad general way 
we should apply In the affairs of the 
national administration, which deals with 
the interests of all our eighty-odd mil- 
lions of people just the same rule's that 
are necessary 
in getting on wi h our 
neighbors in our se-varal neighboi hoods; 
and the nation as a whole should show 
substantially the same qualities that we 
would expect an honorable man to show 
in dealing with his fellows. To Illustrate 
this, consider for a moment two phases 
of governmental action. 
"First 
as 
to 
international 
affairp. 
Among your own neighbors, among your 
mends, what is the attitude you like 
to see a man take toward his fellows: 
the attitude you wish each of your sons 
to take when he goes out Into the world? 
Is it not a combination of readiness and 
ability to hold his own if any one tries 
to wrong him. while at the same time 
showing careful regard not only for the 
rights but for the feelings of others? 
Of course it is! 
Of course the tvpe of 
man "Whom we respect, whom we are 
oroud of if he Ii a kinsman, whom we 
are glad to have as a friend and. neigh- 
bor, Is the man who is no milksop, who 
is not afraid, who will not tolerate nor 
hesitate to resent insult or Injury, but 
who himself never Inflicts insult or in- 
jury. Is kindly, good-natured, thoughtful 
of others' rights—in short, a good man 
to do business with or nave live in the 
ne-tt house or have as a friend. 
On th" 
other hand, the man who lacks anj* of 
those qualities is sure to be objectionable. 
If a man is afraid to hold his own. if 
he will submit tamely to wrongdoing, 
he is contemptible. 
If he is a bullv, 
an oppressor, u man who wrongs or in- 
sults others, hf ia even worse and should 
be hunted out of the community. But. 
on the whole, the most contemptible po- 
sition that can possibly be assumed by 
any man is that of blustering, of brag- 
ging, of insulting or wronging other pea- 
pie, while yet expecting to go through 
life unchallenged, and brine always will- 
ing to bar-k down and accept humilia- 
tion If readiness to make good Is de- 
manjded. 
As True of Nation 
As of Individual 


'^Vell, all this Is iust as true of a 
nation as of an IndKidunl. and in deal- 
Ing with other nations we should act as 
we expect a man who is both game and 
decent to act in private life. 
There arc 
few things cheaper and more objection- 
able, whether on the part of the public 
man or of the private man, on the part 
of a writer or of a speaker, an individual 
or a group of individuals, than a course 
of conduct which is insulting or hurtful, 
whether in speech or act. to individuals 
of another nation or to the lepresenta.- 
tives of anotJier nation or to another 
nation itself. But the policy becomes in- 
famous from the standpoint of the ni- 
terests of the United Slates when it is 
combined with the refusal to take those 
measures of preparation \frhich can alone 
secure us from aggression on the part 
of others. The pollcv of 'peace with In- 
sult' Is the very worst policy upon which 
It is possible to embark, whether for a 
nation or an individual. To be rich, un- 
armed, and yet insolent and aggressive, 
Is to court well-nigti certain disaster. 
The only safe and honorable rule of 
foreign policy for the United States Is 
to show itself courteous toward other na- 
tions, scrupulous not to Infringe upon 
their rights, and yet able and ready to 
defend its own.

"But as regards the navy all this Is 
different. 
"We have an enormous coast 
line, and our coast line is on two great 
oceans. 
To repel hostile attacks the 
fortifications and not the navy must 
be used; but the best way to parry Is to 
hit—no fight can ever be won except by 
hitting—and we can only hit by means 
of the navy- It is utterly Impossible to 
improvise even a makeshift navy under 
the conditions of modern warfare. 
Since 
the daya of Napoleon no war between 
two great powers lias lasted as long as 
It would take to build a battleship, let 
alone a fleet of battleships; and it takes 
Just as long to train the crew of a bat- 
tleship as it does to build it; and as re- 
gards the most important thing of all. 
the training of the officers. It takes much 
longer. The navy must be built and all 
its training given 4n time of peace. When 
once war has broken out it is too late 
to do anything. We now have a good 
navy, not yet large enough, for our needs, 
but of excellent material. Where a navy 
is as small as ours, the cardinal rule 
must be that the battleships shall not 
be separated. This > ear I am happv to 
say that we shall begin a course -which I 
hope will be steadily followed hereafter, 
that, namfly, of keepin? tb' battleship 
fleet alternately In the Pacific and in <h- 
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Atlantic. 
Early in December the fleei 
will begin its voyage to the Pacific, and 
it will number, friends, amons its form- 
idable fighting craft three great battle- 
ships, named, respectively, the Illinois. 
the Missouri and the Kentucky. 
It is 
a national fleet in every sense of the 
term, and Its welfare should be, and 
firmly believe is, as much a matter of 
pride and concern for everv man in th • 
farthest interior of our country as for 
«very man on the seacoast. A long ocean 
voyage is mighty good training; and not 
the least good it will do will be to show 
just the points where our naval program 
needs 
strengthening. 
Incidentally 
I 
think the voyage will have one good ef 
feet, for, to Judge by their comments on 
the movement, some excellent people in 
my own section of tk« eountry need to 
be reminded ^hat the Pacific coa^t is ex- 
actly as much a part of this nation as 
the Atlantic coast 
Broader Scope 
Of the Constitution 


"So much for foreign affairs. 
Now for 
a matter of domestic policy. 
Here in 
this country we have founded a great 
federal democratic republic. It is a gov- 
ernment by and for the people and there- 
fore a genuine democracy ; and the theorv 
of our constitution is that each neigh- 
borhood shall be left to deal with thu 
things that concern only itself and which 
It Cfun most readily deal with; so th;u 
town, county, city and State ha\e thcL 
respective spheres of duty, while the 
nation, deals with those matters, which 
concern all of us, all of the people, 
u» 
matter where we dwell. Our democrat- 
is based upon the belief that each in- 
dividual ought to have the largest meas- 
ure of liberty compatible with securing 
the rights of other individuals, that tin 
average citizen, the plain man whom we 
meet In dally life, is normally capable 
of taking- care of his own affairs, and hn 
no desire to wrong anv one else; and yet 
that In the interest of ail laere shall In- 
sufficient power lodged somewhere to 
prevent wicked people from tramnliim 
the weak under foot, for their own gain 
Our constant endeavor is to make a good 
working1 compromise whereby wo Mnl 
secure the full benefit of induidua] initia- 
tive and responsibillry, while at the same 
time recognizing that It Is the function of 
a wise government under modem condi- 
tions not merely to protect life and pron- 
erty, but to foster the social development, 
of the people so far as this may be done 
by maintaining and promoting: justice, 
honesty and equal rights. We believe in 
i real, not a. sham, democracy. We be- 
lieve In democracy as regards political 
rights, as regards education, and, flnallv, 
as regards 
industrial conditions. 
B\ 
democracy we understand securing, as 
far as it is humanly possible to secure it. 
equality of opportunity, equality of the 
conditions under which eac>- man is to 
show the »tuff that is in him and to 
achieve the measure of success to which 
hi.s own force of mind and character 
entitle him. Religiou^ly this means tha*- 
each man is to have the right, unhindered 
by the state, to worship his Creator .1- 
his conscience dictates, granting freely to 
others the same freedom which he ash 
for himself. 
Politically we can be said 
substantial^ to- have worked out our 
democratic Ideals, and the «ame Is tru^ 
thanks to the common schools, in edu- 
cational matters. But In industry thei e 
has not /is yet beon, the governmental 
grow th necessary in order to meet tb-1 
tremendous changes brought about in in 
dustiial conditions by steam and elec- 
trlcltv. It Is not in accordance with OM 
I 


principles that literally despotic power 
should be put into the hands of a few 
men in the affairs ol the industrial world. 
Our effort must be for \ lust and ef- 
fective 
plan 
ot 
cction 
which 
whil'1 


scrupulously safegu irding the rights of 
the men of wealth, shall yet, so far a- 
is humanly possible, secure under the 
law to all men equality of opportunity 
to make a living. It Is to the Interest 
of all of ns tint the man of exceptional 
business capacity fthoulrt be ,imnlv 11- 
warded. and there Is nothing inconsistent 
with this In our Insistence that he shall 
not bo guilty of bribery or extortion, 
and that the rights of tho wage worker 
«nd of the man of amall means, who ai t- 
themselves honest 
and 
hard working, 
shall be scrupulously safe-iruarc!crt 
Tlv 
instruments for th 3 exercise of modern 
industrial power are the great corpora- 
tion ^ which, though created bv the in- 
dividual States, have grown far bevom 
the control of those States and tran^nr* 
their business throughout lartre Rection-s 
of the Union.

Only Way to 
Check Corporations 


"The national government alone has 


sufficiently extensive power and juilsdic- 
Uon to exercise adequate contiol ove 
tlia grreat interstate corporations. "While 
this thorough supervision and control to 
die national government is 
defairabk- 
primarily in tho interest of the people, 
it will also, I firmly believe, be to Chi 
benefit of those corporations themselves 
which desire to be honest and law-abid- 
ing. 
Only thus can we out over dies*1 


corporations one competent and efficient 
so\ereign—the nation—able both to exoct 
justice from them and to secure juhtice 
lor them, so that thev may not be al- 
ternately pampered and oppiesbed. 
The 
proposal need be dreaded oniv by those 
corporations which do not wish to obe- 
the law Or to be controlled in just fash- 
ion, 
but prefer to take their chances 
under the present lack of all svstem and 
to court tho chance of getting improper 
favors as offsetting the chanco of bein,; 
blackmailed—an attitude rendered famil- 
iar in. the pasc by tho^e corporations 
which had thuv.en under certain corrupt 
and lawless city governments. 
"The first need ia to exercise this Fed- 
eral control in thoroughgoing and 
effi- 
cient fashion over the railroads, which, 
because of their peculiar position, otter 
the most Immediate and urgent problem. 
The American people abhor a vacuum, 
and Is determined that this control shull 
be exorcised somewhere; It Is most un- 
wise for the railroads not to recognize 
this and to submit to it as the nr.M 
requisite of the situation 
When this 
control Is exercised in some such fashion 
as it is now exercised over the national 
banks, there will be no falling off in 
business prosperity. 
On the contrarj, 
tlie chances for the average man to do 
better will be increased. 
Undoubtedly 
thero will be much less opportunity than 
at present for a very few Individuals not 
of the most scrupulous type to amass 
great fortunes by speculating in and 
manipulating securities which are Issued 
without any kind of control or supervis- 
ion. 
But there will be plenty of room 
left for ample legitimate reward for busi- 
ness genius, while the chance for the 
man who is not a business genius, but 
who is a good, thrifty, hard-working citi- 
zen, will be better. I do not believe that 
our efforts will have anything- but a 
beneficial effect upon the permanent pros- 
perity of the country; and, as a matter 
of fact, even as regards any temporary 
effect, I think that any trouble is .duo 
fundamentally not to the fact that the 
national authorities have discovered and 
corrected certain abuses, but to the 
fact that those abuses were there to be 
discovered. 
I think that the excellent 
people who have complained of our policy 
as hurting business have shown much 
the same spirit as the child who re- 
gards the dentist and not the ulcerated 
tooth as the real source of his woe. 
I 
am as certain as I can be of anything 
that the course we are pursuing will 
ultimately help business: for the corrupt 
man of business is as great a foe to this 
country as the corrupt politician. 
Both, 
stand on the same evil eminence of In- 
famy. 
Against both it Is necessary to 
war; and if, unfortunately. In either type 
of warfare, a few Innocent neonle are 
hurt, the resposibillty lies not with us. 
but -with those who have misled them to 
their hurt. 
Necessary to Use 
New Methods 


"This, is a. rapidly growing nation, 
on a. new continent, and in an era of 
new, complex and ever-shifting condi- 
tions. 
Often It la necessary to devise 
new methods of meeting these new con- 
ditions. We must regard the past, but 
we must not regard only the past. "We 
must also think of^the future; and while 
we must learn by experience, ^ve cannot 
afford to pay heed merely to the teach- 
ings of experience. The great preacher 
Channmg, In his essay on 'The Union,' 
spoke with fine Insight on this verv point. 
In commenting- 
on 
the New England 
statesman Cabot, whom he greatly ad- 
mired, he said that nevertheless 'he had 
too much of the wisdom of experience; 
he wanted what may be called-, the wis- 
dom of hope.'
